Nationals in Knoxville, winning Un- 
limited 100-yard Championship. He 
picked up the last of 10 points needed 
to qualify for this prestigious award. 
He will be inducted into Hall of Fame 
during the 1983 Nationals in Midland, 
Texas.

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WILDCAT CASE 
DESIGN II 


by 
George M. Fullmer 


If one goes back to look over the 
wildcat cases of the past, one will find 
to his surprise that many of designs of 
by-gone days will fit in today, with very 
little if any change. 

Early designers were to a large extent 
intimidated by books. Modern Gun- 
smithing, by Baker, for instance, advo- 
cated a high velocity .22 caliber on the 
.25 Remington case . . . while issuing 
warnings that the .30-30 family of brass 
was suitable only to the 40,000 pound 
pressure area. In the era before 1930 
we had darn little innovative activity, 
in comparison to the period that started 
in 1933-1934. We started with the Hornet, 
a unique situation for awhile, where we 
had factory ammunition available, and 
no factory rifles for it. Before you laugh 
at us dumb old timers, with such a silly 
problem ...if | put my mind toit, | betcha 
| could think of a case TODAY with .22 
and .24 caliber factory rifles available, 
and no ammo available for them. 
Wanna bet? 

The accuracy reports of the time are 
not without their interest today. The 
one inch group was The Holy Grail of 
the day. When the Wilson arrow came 
out, Harry Payne, in the Simmons book, 
Wildcat Cartridges, reported that at 105 
measured yards he had fired groups of 
5/8", 17/32", 1/2”, 19/32", 3/4", 15/32”, 
and 9/16”. If one allows for the bullets, 
barrels and bedding of the time, Mr. 
Payne just about got all that was avail- 
able with his rifle set-up. 

| gather that the above described rifle 
was put together by Sam Wilson. If so, 
| bet he used what was regarded as the 
top barrel of the time, the Winchester 
target model tube, with a lapped barrel. 
The stock was The Target model stock, 
and Sam would have chambered it with 
one of his reamers, using a close bore- 
fitting pilot; therefore the chamber and 
bore were in a TRUE STRAIGHT LINE. 
That same gun today? Use a stainless 
barrel from one of our top makers, 
replace the 20 power with a 36 Leupold, 
The Target stock is replaced by fiber- 
glass, the model 70 action gives way toa 
700 Remington . .. and you are not far 
from what the gun of today would be. 


| note that Mr. Payne did not say that 
his above groups were consecutive; 
| suspect that they were not. 

In the 1930-1935 era you didn’t have 
outstanding barel makers all over the 
place. If you wanted to put together a 
tack-driver rifle, you tried a Winchester 
model 52 barrel, or a Remington 37, ora 
Springfield .22, or heaven only knows... 

Since sometime in 1957 or so, yours 
truly has been poking his borescope 
into any and all barrels that crossed his 
shop’s door jamb. After a lot of looking 
at the products of Hart, Matco, Atkinson, 
and Shilen . . . | wish that the early 
experimenters had such a product to 
work with! 

The barrel maker today buys his steel 
from the mill; it is poured to his spec- 
ifications as RIFLE BARREL QUALITY. 
The percentage of sulphur is kept low, 
as sulphur at times is not thoroughly 
combined with the manganese in steel, 
and forms sulphur spots or seams, 
which will pick up copper fouling from 
the jackets. This sounds bad. A barrel- 
maker friend gave me a reject barrel one 
time, to use to make a small-bore action 
out of. When it got here, | had just gone 
into 12 hours a day overtime schedule, 
and was unable to work on my own 
projects, so the barrel just sat in my 
shop. Seems that everyone that came 
in wanted to know about THAT BARREL. 
| showed them that it looked like Swiss 
cheese inside. They, being cussed, 
inquisitive rifle nuts, wanted to know, 
“what would happen if. . .”. Finally | 
called the barrelmaker on the phone. 
“Look, you gave it to me as a reject, to 
make a small-bore action out of. Would 
you be mad if | chambered it, and tried 
it, to satisfy everybody’s curiosity?” 
“Sure, it will probably shoot okay” was 
the reply. This inch and a half heavy 
barrel was put on a Shilen heavy action 
that was owned by Al Hobbs. It was 
finished on the last Saturday of the year, 
and it was first shot on Sunday, the very 
last day of the year, by Al, who owned 
the stock and action. It placed second 
in the entire country for Bruno Bor- 
oszewski’s $100.00 prize for the best 
.30 caliber aggregate of the year! 


To a great extent, the reamers of that 
day and age were home ground. To a 
large percentage, they were made from 
taper pin reamers. On a lot of them, the 
body and shoulder were ground on one 
reamer, the neck on another, the bullet 
seat and leed angle were yet a third. 
The depth that the various reamers went 
in was usually taken care of by watching 
the scale on the lathe tail stock; gauging, 
if done at all, was often by a set of cut 
cases, as a sized case without neck, 
gauged (7?) the body .. . this reamer 
would have a pilot ground small enough 
so that if it were a .22-250, you could use 
it in 22LR barrel or .215 or smaller. This 
of course fit a .219 or larger barrel “sort 
of loose”! 

The home experimenter of the time 
also had one advantage: if he ground 
too deeply in any area, he automatically 
came up with a NEW WILDCAT! One 
fellow made his own .30-06 reamer... 
he kept pushing the reamer into the 
barrel, and the case that he was using 
to gauge with showed still more depth. 
When he finally got it in so the bolt would 
close, the shoulder was 5/16” forward 
of where it should have been, and the 
fired case had a 1/16” neck. Luckily he 
took his headspace on the head area of 


the case, not the shoulder. A small case 
head could have given him excess head- 
space in spades. 

It appears that the use of taper pin 
reamers for reamer stock is the reason 
that so many of the older case designs 
are seen with considerable body taper. 
The success of the K-Hornet, .218 Mash- 
burn Bee, .22-3000 R2 are all instances 
where the body taper is slight, and the 
shoulder angles comparable to today’s 
angles. 

Memory of the time tells one. . . the 
K-Hornet was designed originally to add 
more powderspace to the case. The 
others followed along with the same 
idea. It was a free gift that the new case 
did not grow to excess after the change 
was made, unless it was breached up 
pretty loose. A number of these were 
put on Winder muskets by people that 
should have been more careful, and 
were not too successful. Many of them 
used the original barrel, and as long as 
one could see through it (?), it was 
acceptable, to their way of thinking. 

Reports of the time, extolling a new 
cartridge’s virtues, usually dwelt on how 
flat a particular cartridge shot, plus how 
little it was moved by the wind. 

Today, with 30 years of benchrest

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competition behind us, we know the 
importance of delivering the bullet out 
of the muzzle with as little disturbance 
as possible. 

The start of this is acase with a TRUE 
EVEN WALL. The case neck today will 
be turned to an even wall thickness and 
NOT be thick enough to disturb the 
bullet base when it is seated. As the base 
expands before the bullet moves, the 
clearance of the neck should be close. 
A competent operator familiar with 
measuring tools should be able to 
handle .001 clearance; otherwise .0025 
can be too close. Many of the older 
chambers had .004 or more, and today 
many of our people are turning cases 
for even wall thickness using S.A.A.M.I. 
chambers. If the amount turned off to 
clean up the case is .003, we can expect 
the bullet to expand .004 or even more 
in a S.A.A.M.I. chamber before it is 
moved. 

If we take the S.A.A.M.I. reamer and 
grind .003 off its neck, we run into a very 
strong possibility that at some future 
date an unknowing person will force a 
STANDARD cartridge into this chamber, 
and have fireworks. It does not take 
much pinching of a bullet in the neck of 
the case to blow the head off the case... 
and possibly separate the shooter from 
his dentures. Such chambers made up 
here are marked EXPERIMENTAL, and 
the neck size clearly shown the barrel. 
Still, it is surprising the number of 
people that will pay not a bit of attention 
to barrel markings. 

One person in my acquaintance was 
given a .25-06 rifle, plus, wonder of 
wonders, written instructions giving the 
case length and neck diameters. He 
asked me, “What's this for? | don’t have 
a micrometer or calipers, and wouldn't 
know how to read them if | did.” Okay, a 
piece of barrel was reamed with the 
chamber reamer, from center of should- 
er forward, cut off just back of the end 
of the case. This should be slipped on 
each sized case .. . if the case neck 
showed, it was too long. A bit of extra 
work, but I sat back and relaxed, because 
NOBODY ON EARTH could get in 
trouble with that set up. Right? .. . 
wrong! Three weeks later he blew up 
the gun, all to little bitty pieces. He was 
using a load for #4831 powder, but 
substituted #3031 (the numbers were 
close, at least the two digits, so the 
powders should be sorta close, he 
figured ...). 

Today if any change has importance, 
it appears that the bullet seat in front 
of the case is of great importance. Most 
of us use a bullet diameter seat from the 
case neck forward, not cone shaped. 
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Most reamers made by a competent 
toolmaker will have a clearance of the 
neck of .020 neck size to this measure- 
ment. A few people will let their brass 
grow slightly into this area, but one 
should consider .010 excess as maxi- 
mum, and preferably .015 as being more 
desirable clearance. 

One of the firearms magazines recent- 
ly ran an article to the effect that a leed 
article of 1 1/2 degrees is the most 
desirable. With so many cartridges in 
accuracy rifles being used today with 
leed angles from 1 1/2 to 3 degrees on 
one side, it is hard to understand how 
they arrived at that dimension. The 
tendency to have a one side 1 1/2 degree 
leed angle though is very usable. 

In Dr. Mann’s book, The Bullet’s 
Flight, he notes, “The bullet should cut 
its own throat”. A .257 Roberts made in 
1935 for me had a bullet seat cut with a 
drill .257, and any angle was the drill 
angle. This rifle from its first shots was 
a tack-driver, and gave everything 
desired from the equipment available 
at the time. 

Note the attached chamber of Harvey 
Miller's .224 and 6MM wildcats, based 
on the .225 Winchester case. The three 
degree one side leed angle has not 
apparently done any great harm, as his 
6MM has held the 5-5-100 record in 
NBRSA heavy varmint class since 
9-4-78, and that agg was shot with a 
light varmint rifle. 

Tooling of the 1930 era was supplied 
by Red Elliott and Sam Wilson. | believe 
that Ross Sherman was active at this 
time also. They all used the same pilot 
shank sizes, and as far as | am aware, 
they all turned out very fine tools. Clyde 
Hart spoke several times to me on the 
fine quality work that Sherman pro- 
duced. As | recall, his work on barrel 
drills was specially mentioned. 

There was no Precision Shooting at 
the time, and advertising among gun- 
makers was near nonexistant. Today 
with the example of cooperation among 
competitors so evident, if a maker turns 
out some special quality tool, we spread 
the word around among ourselves, and 
it usually draws some mention in P.S. 
If someone sends us “off’size” gauges 
for instance the word also goes out fast. 
On the other hand, a superior job usually 
gets a lot of mention also. 

On a case of older times, right now | 
have a reamer order in Henriksen’s 
shop . .. the 6MM Walker International, 
with a tight neck, and a 1 1/2 degree leed 
angle. This case has the body taper of 
the older design rather than the straight 
case body of today’s school of thought. 
We are, of course, using lighter bullets 


today in 6MM than when the Inter- 
national was designed by Mike Walker... 
in those days we were all thinking about 
that case as a 300 meter round, and 
wanted 90 grain bullets to buck the wind. 
How’s that case going to do today, with 
a tight neck, and smoking some of 
today’s 60 grain match grade bullets 
down to the 100 and 200 yard targets? 
Could be a whole new ball game. Don’t 
know, but gonna find out... 

Present bench thinking is to find a 
condition and shoot through it. Not to 
find a bullet or velocity combination, 
and BUCK IT. Here is where our people, 
the benchresters, and the position 
competitors operate in different dir- 
ections .. . at least at the present time. 
Wonder which one’s right???

162 gr. Hornady. Match in a smaller 
case much the same as the 7 x 57. 
Velocity for 3/8 min of angle was 2200 
in a 10 1/4 inch twist. 

| suggest that you stick with one bullet 
such as the 162 Hornady vary the loads 
and seating depths and try another 
primer such as the Fed. 210 or #9 Rem. 
Mag.. primer. 

Good bullet and case alignment is 
more often a function of the sizing 
operation than the bullet seating. You 
definitely want to size only enough to 
hold the bullet. A .2835” sizing button 
should just touch the case mouth a little 
after sizing. If the case comes across 
the button hard, the die has sized the 
case mouth too much. Also size only 
enough length to hold the bullet, 
generally not more than 3/32 of length. 

Is your sleeve epoxied as well as 
screwed? | doubt that screwing alone 
will get the job done.

Did a bit of research, using the equip- 
ment listings selected at random of a 
half dozen or so registered matches that 
| attended in 1981. Wanted to see if Hart 
barrels were still used by a majority of 
the Eastern shooters. 

In no particular order . . . the Council 
Cup match August 1st and 2nd (this was 
the IBS heavy gun championship, plus 
a registered heavy varmint match also). 
Heavy bench, top 20... ALL used Hart 
barrels .. . in the heavy varmint top 20, 
19 used Hart barrels. 

South Creek, July 4th and 5th, that 
match in a light, peaceful rain; heavy 
varmint top 20... 16 used Hart... inlight 
varmint, 21 guns used by the top 20... 
18 are Hart. 

Council Cup, June 13th and 14th... 
light varmint top 20... 16 are Hart; heavy 
varmint has 16 of 20 Harts. 

The IBS Nationals, at Johnstown... 
three classes top 20. ..60 guns total... 
52 are Hart tubes. 

Totals of the above... 181 guns... 
157 Hart barrels... alittle bit under 87%. 
| believe that this answers my earlier 
introduced question... 

From a small, cement-block building, 
in Lafayette, New York, with a work force 
of three full time men in the shop, come 
1,600 Hart barrels a year... and for over 
25 years now they have been a mighty 
big name indeed in the relatively small 
but distinguished world of those who 
shoot for accuracy, and who measure 
their results by taking an inch, and 
splitting it into a thousand parts, or ten 
thousand parts .. . and who regard a 
match winner who triumphed by a 
couple hundredths of an inch as having 
“won convincingly”. 

Hart Rifle Barrels had their start in the 
1953-1954 era, and the corporate found- 
ing fathers appear to have been Clyde 
Hart, Charlie Hart (Clyde’s father), and 
Mike Walker. The necessary shop equip- 
ment was assembled, and set up in a 
corner of the building that was located 
on the family farm. The objective was 
the improvement of the breed, using 
some of the new ideas cropping up ina 
few good heads in those days... ideas 
about something called “button rifling”...

ideas that maybe the cut-rifling method- 
ology of the day could be improved on. 

The corporate history, as handed 
down, relates that at the beginning, 
there was no intention of making a 
business out of the project .. . just a 
desire to make a barrel better than were 
being made then. If correct, and | have 
no reason to think otherwise, then 
obviously we are not dealing with indi- 
viduals cut from a common bolt of 
cloth . . . one does not casually decide 
that it would be fun to make one’s own 
barrels . . . bullets, maybe; not barrels.

Apparently someone or other knew 
what they they were doing in the rend- 
ering plant building. Sport historian, 
Al Angerman reports that as of Novem- 
ber, 1953 there had not been a single 
Hart barrel to appear on an equipment 
resume. Yet, in reviewing the August, 
1954 issue of “Shooters News”, Al 
Angerman now reports that a Hart barrel 
chambered for the .222 Remington was 
now the “in” thing to shoot. That, sir, 
took place in ten months! 

When things got rolling, Clyde’s son 
(who answers to Paul-Jerry-or PJ) 
joined the group, and increasing de- 
mands for rifle barrels saw the-avoca- 
tion-now-a-vocation being busier and 
busier . . . but conservative Yankee 
instinct dictated that it would not be 
until 1968 when the rendering operation 
would cease and all the family efforts 
would now be directed to making barrels 
full-time. 

Up to the present time, there really 
hasn't been that much changed since 
the day in 1968, when they took down 
the “rendering” sign. However, in Feb- 
ruary, 1980, Clyde Hart passed on. At 
his memorial service, the minister chose 
to quote from Ecclesiasticus, “Yet they 
maintain God’s ancient handiwork, and 
their concern is for the exercise of their 
skill.” | don’t believe that | could improve 
on the wordage, or the selection of the 
wordage ... so | won't try. Today, Paul 
Hart continues the family business. 

Had several questions for Paul, and

here’s the way they went: 

Q) | would first of all refer to Clyde 
Hart's quoted reply in Warren Page’s 
book, “The Accurate Rifle”. Has any 
step in your manufacturing process 
changed since the time of that letter? 

A) Our barrels are made basically the 
the same way as they were 25 years ago. 
As in any manufacturing process, the 
longer you do something, the better you 
get at it, but the system is still exactly 
the same. 

Q) | know that Hart Barrels lap their 
product, after rifling. Say something 
about this step, please. 

A) The final step in our manufactur- 
ing process is, as you say, hand-lapping. 
We lap to make the barrels uniform, and 
to achieve a good finish, and the least 
lapping that you do to achieve this 
produces the sharpest, finest barrel. 

Q) Have you ever tried progressive 
twist (gain twist) rifling? Do you have 
any thoughts on the subject. 

A) In regard to twist, | feel that the 
slowest twist that you can use and still 
stabilize the bullet achieves the greatest 
degree of accuracy. We have several 
twists available for every caliber which 
are not standard, and which are not 
listed in our brochure. If anyone is 
interested in something special, they 
should contact me. The standard twists 
seem to work out the best, however. If 
you are buying a barrel for a hunting 
rifle, we suggest the faster twist because 
in my opinion, poor quality bullets seem 
to do a little better with a faster twist. 

Q) The Hart shop was probably 
among the most prolific of those sleev- 
ing Remington actions for a long period 
of time. Still doing so? 

A) We still sleeve a lot of Remington 
actions, but we no longer supply new 
actions. We prefer that the customer 
obtain his own action, as it eliminates 
a lot of headaches for us. 

Q) From reading your brochure, | 
see that you recommend coated clean- 
ing rods. I’m given to understand that 
you're not exactly in favor of steel 
(uncoated) rods. At rifle matches, I’ve 
watched shooters - new and veteran - 
“whale away” with their cleaning rods 
like a demented fellow afflicted with 
St. Vitus Dance trying to kill a rattle- 
snake that he just found in his sleeping 
bag. It seems that a more methodical, 
certainly a slower approach, would save 
wear and tear on the barrel. Your 
opinions? 

A) | recommend using a coated rod 
with a good quality wire brush. The 
barrel should be brushed as often as 
possible. Make sure that your brush fits 
the cleaning rod properly, making good 


alignment with the rod. This should be 
used in conjunction with a bore guide 
(or bore saver, call it what you will). 
You should make several passes through 
the barrel with brush and bore cleaner, 
leaving the bore wet until you are ready 
to shoot again. Before shooting, make 
sure that bore is dried out throughly. 
If you use a cleaning rod and jag, make 
sure that you center your patch. A 
properly cleaned barrel will last a lot 
longer than one that is not properly 
cleaned. Once fouling is built up in a 
barrel, it is very difficult to get it clean. 
| see many shooters shoot 15 to 20 sight- 


ers, and in my opinion, these guns are 
going to foul, causing accuracy problems 
in the long run. 

Q) A couple of times this summer, | 
was surprised to see you shooting a 
.22PPC. What's that all about? 

A) | think a lot of people were sur- 
prised, because a lot of people asked me 
that same question. It is my personal 
opinion, and | believe the laws of physics 
will somewhat back up my statement, 
the 22’s have far less recoil and much 
faster barrel time and therefore they 
simply have got to be easier to shoot. 
| know from my own experience that |

have been caused by many things, even the shooter.

.22 practically shoots itself. Further- 
more, if they eliminate the sporter class 
from competition, | doubt that you will 
ever see me shoot a 6MM again. A lot of 
shooters that beat me every day (author’s 
note: humility aside, the woods are not 
exactly filled with people that beat Paul 
Hart “every day”) shoot super with a 
6MM, but | believe you have to do a lot 
more practicing in order to be sharp with 
it. Personally, | do not get the time to 
practice, and in order to be competitive, 
| have to shoot the .22. | know the read- 
ers are going to say that all the matches 
are won with the 6MM PPC. Thatis a fact 
that is pretty easy to achieve, with 95% 
of the shooters shooting the 6MM PPC. 
It is my opinion that in the next 2 or 3 
years, we are going to see a big switch 
back to the .22’s. 

Q) Are you contemplating any new 
products or changes for 1982? 

A) We may be coming out with sil- 
houette pistol barrels in the popular 
calibers. The price will be in the vicinity 
of $100.00 and they will finish approxi- 
mately 14 1/2 inches long. Our price 
structure for 1982 will be $175.00 for a 
standard barrel blank, 1.350 blanks will 
be $182.00, and 1.450 will be $190.00. 
These are retail prices; a dealer discount 
is available. 

Q) Who makes up the personnel at 
Hart Rifle Barrels these days? 

A) In addition to yours truly, Al 
Hauser, Jack Sutton (my son-in-law), 
and William Vinson (part-time).

Dear Dave, 

Competitive shooting in guns started 
as my hobby some thirty-five years ago, 
at which time | started gunsmithing, 
covering about every phase in competi- 
tive rifle workmanship: making actions, 
bullet making dies, and any other acces- 
sory necessary for my chosen sport, as 
well as installing barrels and stocks. 

July 22, 1970 Dr. DeBakey performed 
open heart surgery and gave me an 
artificial aorta valve. After three months 
of rest, | started building the necessary 
equipment to make rifle barrels, includ- 
ing my deep hole drill, which is an ex- 
tremely fine piece of machinery. | had 
to make all of my jigs and fixtures, all of 
my own tooling, carbide buttons and 
carbide barrel reamers. Also necessary 
was a nice grinder and a good selection 
of diamond wheels. 

My rifle barrels have so-called “but- 
ton” rifling. | am not entering into the 
argument of which method of making 
barrels is best, as | believe each barrel 
maker should make barrels with the 
method with which he feels he can turn 
out the best product. 

| buy my steel in the State of New York. 
The last | bought cost $2.77 per pound. 
It has been stress relieved at the mill. 
The hole is drilled through it, then it is 
reamed - some barrels require this twice 
and some three times. The barrel is then 
set up and degreased, my lubricant 
applied to it, and my swedging button 
passed through it to form the rifling.

Then the barrel is degreased again and 
then put in the furnace in a vertical 
position and stress relieved. After it is 
cooled, it is turned to a customer’s out- 
side specifications. Then the final phase, 
the barrel is set up and hand lapped. | 
feel that lapping one of my barrels is a 
very important part of the operation, not 
necessarily to bring it up to size or to lap 
tooling marks out of it. | lap a barrel to 
put the surface finish in it that | want so 
that it will not have fouling problems. 
| feel that a high quality barrel should be 
very uniform to produce accuracy. | also 
feel that agood barrel should be cleaned 
with nothing except a Parker-Hale rod. 

My shop is only a two-man shop and 
our sole operation is barrel making. We 
try to do the best we can, but we can only 
make so many rifle barrels in a year. | 
try to see that each and every barrel that 
leaves my shop is as good a barrel as | 
can make. The end results are what 
really count. We have to get them into 
the “winner’s circle’ and onto the 
“awards platform”! 

| have met some of our rifle barrel 
makers. | have never met one that | didn’t 
like. | would also like to state that my 
customers make me feel that | am work- 
ing for the finest people in the world. 
That is a good feeling: to work at a job 
| like and to do business with people 
| like!

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Letters from George Fullmer 


(Editor's note: We’ve got several in- 
teresting letters from George Fullmer 
in hand, and we’re going to cheat a bit 
by sneaking the best parts out of a few 
of them). 

Fullmer on John Sweaney. | hear from 
Bob Powell that John Sweaney, now 
96 years old, has some health problems. 
that is sad news. One story of the Rem- 
ington trigger is passed around among 
John’s friends. The original Remington 
model 37 trigger was one of John’s 
designs. John had a trigger, Remington 
asked about it... he sent it, Remington 
accepted it. John telegraphed, “Hold 
everything, | have a better one coming.” 
Remington accepted the new one. John 
telegraphed, ‘Wait. | have a better one 
yet.” Remington wrote back, “Hold it, 
we are happy with what we have. We are 
in the business of making guns, not 
different trigger designs.” The trigger 
that Remington did not accept was shot 
last spring, by me. It was on an action 
made by John, a heavy bench class rifle 
with a 24 power Unertl scope on top, 
firing a Sweaney designed wildcat 
based on .225 brass. The scope dot 
settled on 6 o'clock center circle, my 
subconscious mind said “let it go”, and 
the butt hit my shoulder. The most 
uncanny thing was...1 DID NOT PRESS 
THAT TRIGGER. | fired a five shot 
group, and that same eerie feeling was 
there for each shot... when! THOUGHT 
“shoot”, the gun went off. To adjust that 
trigger took 60 hours of John’s time. 
_ There is a wire spring in there that pulls 
in three directions. John used that basic 
design to make a trigger for a Spring- 
field. 37 years later, the owner brought 
it back. “John, the trigger won't hold.” 
“Hink, | told you not to put oil on it. Oil 
picks up dirt, dirt laps the surface, 
causes wear, and the trigger slips.” 
John fixed the trigger, and the owner 
wore out first this time. 

At 96, in less than good health, in 
considerable pain at times, when | 
visited him last spring, every now and 
then he would wander off the subject. 
But ask him about triggers, and he’s as 
sharp as a tack. | glossed over part of a 
trigger | had not examined as closely as 
1 should ...John picked up my oversight 
RIGHT AWAY. Heck of it was, he was 
laugning at me... 
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George’s letter has a lot more about 
John Sweaney, a tremendously talented 
designer, an early NBRSA director, and 
one of our early great names. John, we 
wish you well. 

George Fullmer on Turkey Shoots. 
One of the great legends of West Coast 
Turkey shoots took place many years 
ago at the Roberts Island Range at 
Stockton, California. They were putting 
on a turkey shoot one autumn weekend, 
some fellow, driving by saw it, entered it 
with his trusty .30-30 lever action, and 
first shot broke the six inch plate at 200 
yards OFFHAND. That’s where the 
legend ends. The whole story is that 
when he wandered back to his Hudson 
auto, turkey under his arm, and an air 
of nonchalance, his wife apparently 
figured this was pretty easy, because 
she said, “let’s get one for Aunt Bertha.” 
He spent 30 bucks, enough money to 
BUY ten turkeys in those days, and that 
first plate was all he ever touched. But 
the legend lives on out here. 

Fullmer on cases and companies. As 
accuracy rifle makers we often get 
thoroughly pushed out of shape with the 
manufacturers of our ammunition. | 
have heard loading tool makers ques- 
tions - quite profanely - whether anyone 
in an ammunition company could reada 
mike. This is particularly noticeable 
when a new cartridge comes out. S.A.A. 
M.I. sheets are drawn up, and there is 
usually a rush among loading tool 
makers to have dies on the market just 
as soon as the brass or cartridges hit. 
| know one maker that had to scrap 300 
hardened sizing dies when the brass 
finally came through. His quote: “the 
damn fools didn’t even follow the spec- 
ifications they set up for the sheets 
themselves.” In fairness, you’ve got to 
occasionally look at it from the manu- 
facturers end. Suppose the case costs 
the shooter $10.00 a hundred. The sell- 
ing store gets $2.50, maybe $3.00. The 
distributor gets $2.50, maybe $3.00. 
That means the manufacturer has to 
maintain the factory, tool up, supply 
brass, research and design, be wide 
open for products liability lawsuits, for 
AT MOST, 40 to 50 percent of the cost 
of the product. They do not lead an 

easy life. 
Our accuracy shooters as a group are 


very intense in our pursuit of improved 
accuracy. Most of our new methods of 
doing things have come from not origin- 
al thought but rather . .. someone doing 
his normal job at work will use a material, 
or a new process, or see something... 
a Light goes on, and he mentally con- 
nects what he is doing, or seeing to 
some element of shooting, and the mind 
that should have been applying itself 
100 percent to his job, comes up with a 
shooting BREAKTHROUGH. 

As a gunmaker, | am coming in con- 
tact with an increasing number of 
people that in the past had little contact 
with names in the various arms com- 
panies. It seems to me that they are 
missing a bit in not giving individuals 
more personal publicity. | even hear 
deer hunters speak of Mike Walker, a 
squirrel hunter quotes what is said, 
accuracy-wise, by Jim Stekl . . . indi- 
vidual names give a warm personal 
feeling that can never be equalled by a 
cold impersonal company name. 

As a benchrest shooter, when it was 
necessary to contact Remington in the 
past, one could bet money that any letter 
sent to Mike Walker would receive any 
breaks that he could get us. Today, even 
my varmint shooters WANT TO TALK 
TO JIM STEKL. The rapport that this 
represents CANNOT BE BOUGHT.

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RECOIL EQUALS: 
DISTRACTION, DISTURBANCE AND DISPERSION 


When we speak of recoil to the less 
experienced bench rest shoot we tread 
on the dangerous gound reflective of 
something between an affront to his 
manliness to a complete doubt in his 
masculinity. For some strange reason 
a lot of shooters equate the admission 
of any kind of concern with recoil to an 
admission of weakness. There are even 
times when new shooters are lost to the 
game or to a certain class of rifle simply 
because they can’t or won't admit to 
themselves, and certainly not to others, 
that recoil does bother them. 

No where is this more evident than in 
the Hunter Class of the NBRSA where 
the minimum case capacity and 6mm 
minimum bore size have long dictated 
the use of a heavier caliber cartridge 
accentuating the presence of recoil. 

If one stops to think back twenty years 
in benchrest nearly every significant 
improvement in cartridge cases for 
benchrest has been to lessen and/or 
balance the powder charge. In the 
beginning the .220 Swift and the .22-250 
dominated the group shooting fraternity. 
Then came the smaller Donaldson Wasp 
which reigned supreme until the efforts 
of Mike Walker and Remington resulted 
in the evolution of the .222. Admittedly 
a bit on the conservative side Mike 
immediately developed the .222 Magnum 
for a bit better velocity over the 200 yard 
range and these cartridges or some 
version therof dominated the next ten 
years of benchrest group shrinking. The 
PPC really didn’t change the case 
capacity much but rather shortened 
the length of the powder column which 
resulted in better and more uniform 
ignition and this cartridge dominates 
the bench rest picture today. 

Sometimes sidetracked by the lack of 
good bullets the 6mm bore grew slowly 
in acceptance but also reflects the same 
smaller case progression. From the 6 
Donaldson down to the 6 International 
and then on down to the finicky 6 x 47 
again the powder consumption was 
reduced. Directly the principles of the 
short powder column were applied, 
presto, the 6 PPC dominates the Sporter 
and Light Varmint classes today.

In the big bore approach, related quite 
naturally to the military, the venerable 
30-06 was soon found lacking in all but 
the most trying of wind and distance 
requirement of benchrest and the .30 at 
first only dominated the 300 meter class, 
the longest regular competitive distance 
used in bench rest. (We defer to the 1000 
yd. BR shooting as rather a different 
type of ballgame and not applicable to 
our comparisons here). As soon as the 
shorter powder column of the .308 and 
lighter bullets became available the .30 
caliber development also reflected the 
downward tendencies of powder usage. 

More recently, considerable experi- 
mentation is being done in many dif- 
ferent parts of the country on shortened 
versions of the .308 for better powder 
balance and for REDUCED RECOIL. 
Ten or eleven years ago Jim Stekl work- 
ed with Dave Hall and Remington in 
developing a shortened .30 using a 
47mm case which, while proving to be 
more efficient, was limited in any recoil 
reduction by the lack of any good bullets 
in lighter weight. More recently Sierra 
has introduced a “match” designated 
.30 caliber bullet in 150 gr weight and 
several custom bullet makers are work- 
ing with top quality match bullets in the 
125 to 135 grain weight. Cases as short 
as a .30BR for which | have just pur- 
chased an experimental reamer con- 
tinue to reflect the bench rest shooters’ 
constant effort to reduce recoil. Coin- 
cidentally while 72 and 70 grain bullets 
were once the accepted weight in the 
6mm bore today bullets of 65, 62 and 
60 grain weight are the most commonly

used and bullets as light as 58 gr. are 
available. All these efforts have one 
common denominator; they are fighting 
recoil. 

Even the most recoil conscious among 
us will not admit that recoil hurts, in 
anything less than a .458, but we do 
realize that if our concentration is 
distracted by recoil, by preparing for 
recoil or by anticipating recoil there will 
be disturbance of the rifle’s movement 
and recoil pattern before the bullet exits 
the muzzle. This will result in dispersion 
reflected on the target. 

In my many years scoring Hunter 
class targets and measuring groups for 
the varmint classes | have always watch- 
ed with interest the shooter firing a 
larger caliber. Sooner or later one shot

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usually takes him out of the match. Ten 
years ago a quarter inch dispersion error 
on the target could be made up by tight- 
enging down and following with three 
more “little ones” if you got mad enough 
at yourself to really work at it. Today the 
groups are so small and the scores so 
high that one shot out and you are for 
practical pruposes a participating spec- 
tator the rest of the day. 

The score shooters have stuck with 
the heavier calibers and learned to 
better handle recoil than shooters in 
the other classes. It is elementary that 
the larger the bullet the higher the score 
IF everything else remains equal. Fortu- 
nately some of the time the other factors 
do not remain equal and recoil with it’s 
side effects tends to offset the advan- 
tages of the bigger bullet. Some very 
few shooters can go back and forth 
between a higher recoil rifle and the 
lowest of recoil gun and handle both 
well. Rarely do they get superb results, 
though Marcy Lyon’s performance in 
setting a ‘tentative’ World Record at 
200 yards in Hunter Class with a mini- 
mum case capacity 6mm and then fol- 
lowing less than two weeks later with 
another ‘tentative’ World Record at 100

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yards using a .308 certain belies the 
accepted theory. Some think however, 
that Marcy is less than human with a 
Hunter Class rifle anyway and perhaps 
his efforts do not reflect any normal 
trends in recoil. 

Sitting around the range after a match 
or shooting session | have often intro- 
duced the topic of recoil and once past 


the barrier of getting everyone to admit 
that it does exist and is a factor in bench 


rest shooting I’ve been told some very 
interesting theories. Not the least of 
which has always been speculation as 


to what might be accomplished using 


either the .17 or .20 calibers with their 


very minimal recoil factor, fast barrel 
time and decent sectional density over 
at least the 100 yard range. Speculation 


is all that seems destined to be devel- 
oped however as good bullets are just 
not available and little promise of any 
source is indicated. 


It does seem however that over the 
last fifteen years in all the classes of 
benchrest except Unlimited the trend 
and developments have all been toward 
reduced powder consumption, reduced 
bullet weight and it’s resultant less 
recoil. While the Unlimited refles have 
followed suit to some extent due to 
popularity and inherent accuracy im- 
provement it has been noticeable that 
this class has trailed the field rather 
than lead it in this crusade. The reason 
seems obvious. If ever a shooter can say 
that recoil doesn’t bother him, won't 
cause distraction or disturbance and 
will not result in dispersion on the target 
due to the recoil factor it is the Unlimited 
rifle weighing from 20 to 80 pounds and 
virtually oblivious to any movement 
from recoil while the bullet is in the 
barrel. Yes recoil IS a factor and none 
of us, whether we'll admit it or not, ever 
totally ignores it.

Catt ME... 
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Through The Looking Glass 


When one considers the amount of 
time it takes to assemble a truly competi- 
tive rifle, an extra hour is of no conse- 
quence. Yet many otherwise top rate 
rifles do not perform because someone 
doesn’t take the time to properly mount 
the scope. | am convinced that many 
shooters just don’t know how to install 
the scope so that it will deliver optimum 
performance. The first thing | was told 
when | took delivery of my first Bench- 
rest rig was how to set it up with rings 
and bases. | guess | was a lucky guy, 
because the knowledge that | gained 
that day is really one of the most crucial 
steps in making a gun shoot. | will start 
here and go through the steps of scope 
mounting as | was taught. 

Upon taking delivery of the rifle 
choose the sturdiest bases that weight 
will allow. Mount them on the receiver, 
and lay the rifle on a level flat surface. 
Take a pair of parallel bars (metal bars 
an inch and a half high ten inches long 
and a half inch thick machined parallel) 
and lay them across the bases. Now step 
back and sight across the bars. If the 
bases a tilted it will be evident at the ends 
of the bars. Several pairs of bases may 
have to be tried to get this right. Once 
you are Satisfied that the bases are right 
mount the rings. Again the sturdiest 
weight will permit. Here | take a piece of 
one inch bar smear it with a mix of oil 
and emory flour and lap the rings in line. 
Care should be taken to keep the 
lapping compound out of the receiver 
for obvious reasons. 

Now we are ready for the scope itself. 
After making sure that you have gotten 
all of the grit off of the rings lay the scope

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in them. Make sure that it does not bind 
in any manner. Assemble the rings and 
level the cross hairs before you snug 
them down. Care should be taken here 
not to break or strip the screws, and 
never, never use thread sealent. You 
may wish to take that scope off some 
day, without a drill press. | am assuming 
that we all know enough to use screw 
drivers that fit. Neatness counts! Here 
we find out how good a job the fellow 
who drilled the receiver did. You should 
insist that it be fitted with holes that are 
in line with the bore. This is vital to the 
performance of the scope. Most scopes 
are shipped with the reticle centered, or 
with instructions on how to return it to 
the centered position. From an optical 
standpoint here it is in it’s proper pos- 
ition. Looking through the center of the 
lens system you see the target most 
clearly. Distortion increases as we move 
to the edge of the lens. This is the reason 
that | insist on mounting my scope so 
that | don’t have to move more than one 
revolution of the adjustment knob from 
center. The rings should not be too high 
or low for the same reason. 

Once the project has been completed 
a few steps can be taken to insure the 


whole deal will continue to work. Lens 
covers are a must, and should be in 
place whenever you are not looking 
down range, especially during cleaning 
of the rifle. Bore cleaner can make a 
mess of the objective, and | shudder at 
the thought of a wayward cleaning rod. 
If your scope has none buy or make a 
set. Keep the glass clean, lens tissue is 
available at camera stores as are soft 
brushes, these are all that should ever 
touch the lens. Refrain from using sol- 
vents to clean the glass as these may 
seep inside the scope and leave a stain, 
and never use the old shirt tail to wipe off 
your lenses, damage to the delicate 
coating can occur. A couple good screw 
drivers that are ground to fit the screws 
will round out your kit. Make use of them 
once in a while to check the bases and 
rings, but be careful not to over torque. 

These modern target scopes are a 
marvel of engineering, but they will only 
perform as well as they are treated. Take 
care of the like the precision optical 
instruments that they are and you will 
be rewarded with top performance. My 
thanks to Wally Siebert and Wally Hart 
for the information used to write this 
piece. Good shooting.

“Ordinarily, shooting factory loads or their home- 
brewed equivalent from a 458, benchrest, is too much 
for me. I'm just not big enough or strong enough to 
accommodate all that rampaging horsepower. Once 
the Ruger was equipped with a Counter Coil unit, 
however, | discovered control was no longer a prob- 
lem.

President's Message 


In case you weren’t one of the 150 
some odd competitors who attended 
our Varmint and Benchrest Champion- 
ships at Kelbly’s Range in August, | 
would like to share with you some of 
what took place. Attendance-wise this 
was one of our best attended champion- 
ships, particularly in the Heavy Bench- 
rest class. The approximate figures went 
like this: Benchrest 82, Light Varmint 
135, Heavy Varmint 147. 

Weather-wise we had heavy rains, 
though mostly at night. There were 
some daytime showers but not enough 
to be troublesome. The predominant 
condition, particularly during the 200 
yard stages, was the strong and rapidly 
switching winds. Although the wind 
caused relatively few disqualifications, 
it did produce some 3 and even 4 inch 
200 yard groups when a switch, pick-up 
or sudden lull would occur. In spite of 
these often horendous conditions, some 
really fine shooting took place. How- 
ever, |am somewhat fearful of our Inter- 
national Postal Teams scores since the 
conditions naturally produced bigger 
aggregates than would otherwise have 
occurred. 

Congratulations are certainly in order 
for our champions crowned at this 
event. Heavy Bench was won by Allie 
Euber who also won, | am told, the 
NBRSA Benchrest Rifle championship 
this year. Heavy Varmint was won by 
Bob DeMonstoy by virtue of some 
outstanding 200 yard shooting in the 
worst wind we had all week. The Light 
Varmint class winner was Lester Bruno 
whose 100 yard aggregate was so small 
compared to everyone else that a rather 
good 200 yard performance was enough 
to clinch it for him. Lester is also our first 
Two Gun Varmint Champion, while a 
perennial tough competitor from the 
NBRSA ranks, Phil Sauer, garnered the 
coveted 3-gun aggregate which of 
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course included the Heavy Bench rifle 
for the first time. 

This championship ran smoothly and 
flawlessly due to the planning and 
efforts of George Kelbly and the Kelbly 
crew. The kitchen staff, target crew and 
statisticians all did their jobs so well that 
everyone | spoke to expressed great 
pleasure at having attended and implied 
they would likely return to our cham- 
pionship wherever it is next year. In 
addition to the regular top 20 patches, 
traveller and keeper champions tro- 
phies, and the match winners pins; our 
host provided trophies for first through 
fifth in the grand and first through third 
in each range aggregate in all classes. 
Besides the obvious special effort made 
for this match, we all owe George our 
sincere gratitude for providing, at his 
own expense, a beautiful silver cup 
travelling trophy to be used as the IBS 
2 Gun Varmint award. 

Since this years championship in- 
cluded Heavy Bench and excluded 
Sporter for the first time, we took a poll 
of the shooters to get their opinion of 
this system. While the polling was con- 
ducted only to aid our decision, we must 
take action at our annual meeting to 
determine whether we continue our 
championship as conducted this year 
or revert to the three classes previously 
contested. The polling results, by the 
way, was 53% to stay with this years 
system to 47% for reverting back to only 
Varmint and Sporter classes. 

As you read through this issue you 
will see our broadest annual meeting 
agenda ever published. With so many 
potential changes taking place within 
our organization you will surely want to 
attend and make your feelings known. 
As you will recall, since last year, every 
attending member’s vote counts and 
obviously influences the outcome of the 
actions taken. This years Annual 


Meeting will be held January 15 and 16 
at the Holiday Inn (Downtown) in 
Scranton, PA. This is the same location 
as last years meeting. More complete 
particulars will be found in the Novem- 
ber and December issues.

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1982 IBS Annual Meeting 


1. Accept or reject changes made at 
the 1981 Annual Meeting and used over 
the past year. 

2. Change Section V B Registration 
Fee page 14 of our rule book to reflect 
the action taken by the executive board 
in May 1982 agreeing with NBRSA to 
reciprocally honor each others member- 
ship cards at registered matches. 

3. Adopt the “Cruiser Class” (under 
20 Ibs.) as a new class and give trophies 
for either 2 gun combination of LV-HV 
or HV-HB. 

4. Require host clubs to furnish large 
sight-in target boards for warm-up 
matches and replace targets as needed. 
This is for shooters who have had scope 
problems or for some other reason 
cannot get on target. 

5. Following actions taken at this 
annual meeting a committee will revise 
the IBS rule book bringing it up to date 
with the changes made since the last 
printing. Upon completion of this task 
1000 copies are to be printed and made 
available to members at the usual cost. 

6. Change Item |, Section 3, Article K 
(time limits) to read “For the first match 
of the day or the first match after a 
change of distance, 12 minutes shall be 
allowed for a 10 shot match and 10 
minutes for a 5 shot match. For all other 
matches 9 minutes shall be allowed for 
10 shots and 7 minutes for 5 shots. Not 
less than 20 minutes shall be allowed 
between the end of one relay of one 
event and the start of the same relay of 
the next event.” 

7. Change Heavy Bench class time 
limit from 12 to 10 minutes and Varmint 
class time limit from 7 to 5 minutes for 
all registered matches. 

8. Eliminate all warm-up matches. 

9. At all registered matches except 
those in Hunter Class, substitute a 3 
minute sight in period for the warm-up 
match. This time period may be extend- 
ed up to, but not exceeding 10 minutes 
before the start of the record matches. 
10. Eliminate that part of the rule under 
Part |, Section I, Item B, article 13 which 
reads in part “or to the other; and each 
shall be movable independently of the 
other.” as this rule applies to the Heavy 
Benchrest Rifle. Allow Benchrest Rifle 
stands (rests) to be attached or inde- 
pendent. 

11. As cross firing on another target is 
just as much of an error as a shot outside 
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AGENDA 


the target border the penalty should be 
the same. 
12. Change Part I, Section II, article M 
to eliminate paragraph one and replace 
it with the following: Required number 
of shots — any target having less than 
the required number of shots, or having 
any shot (other than the first sighting 
shot) outside of (and not touching) the 
border line on the record target will be 
penalized one minute of angle for each 
shot missing or for each shot outside 
the border line. A shot above the top line 
of the sighter target will be a record shot 
unless it is the first shot. However, the 
competitor must report it to the range 
master before firing continues. Refer to 
NBRSA rule 14(c). 
13. Add a rule to require pre-registra- 
tion of competitors for championship 
events to allow for better planning on 
the part of the host range. The pre-re- 
gistration should be 30 days in advance 
of the event and be fully refundable if 
the competitor cannot attend. A man- 
datory late fee will be assessed for 
walk-ins. 
14. Hold the Heavy Bench champion- 
ship separate from the Varmint champ- 
ionship (except for the 200/300 yard 
event). Allow the Heavy Bench cham- 
pionship to be fired at either yardage 
or meter distances using all the same 
trophies and awards. 
15. Allow the Varmint/Sporter champ- 
ionships to be fired at either yardage or 
meter distances using all the same tro- 
phies and awards. 
16. Change Part I, Section |, Sub group 
B, Paragraph 13 (Rests) article (d) to 
read: “Sand bag shall be a bag without 
additions (including tape, rubber bands, 
etc.) containing a dry, finely divided 
non-metallic substance such as, but not 
limited to, sand, gravel or grain, without 
additive. The bag with sand is to be at 
least 1 inch thick over its entire surface. 
The bag must be without additives, other 
than described above, and must be able 
to be deflected at least 1/, inch with finger 
pressure at any point. The portion which 
contacts the rifle shall contact the entire 
width of the surface under the for end. 
The rear sandbag shall be a bag, or 
combination of bags, containing sand 
or other finely divided non-metallic 
substances. The bag must be able to be 
deflected horizontally at least 1%, inch 
with finger pressure at any point. Ad- 


ditions to the read bag are disallowed. 
These would include boards, cleats, 
rubber, tape, etc.) 

17. Consider a change in Sporter to 
limit weight to 914 pounds with no other 
changes. This class of rifle is to be added 
to the course of fire at our champion- 
ships and would be included in a 4 gun 
aggregate or award. 

18. World record certificates are to be 
awarded to all competitors breaking a 
record for group and/or aggregate 
regardiess of a smaller record being 
fired in the same match or tournament. 
Certificates are also to be awarded 
retroactively, but the burden of proof 
for eligibility will be on the applicant. 
19. One hundred and two hundred yard 
events shall not be fired on the same day 
for the same gun. 

20. Move the IBS Annual Meeting from 
its usual January date to the time of the 
International Varmint Championship 
matches. 

21. Change Hunter Rifle Rules, Section 
2 Rifles, Item H to delete “Target mounts 
not allowed.” 

22. IBS will sanction and register a 300 
yard course of fire for Hunter class rifles. 
23. Change Hunter Rifle Rules, Section 
2, Item B to read: “Re-barreling, re- 
stocking and special triggers permitted. 
Must have an operative safety as part of 
the action or bolt mechanism. 

24. Eliminate the mechanical safety 
device requirement for Hunter Class 
rifles. 

25. Change Hunter Rifle Rules, Section 
2, Item G to read: “The magazine shall 
hold two or more loaded rounds of 
ammunition.” 

26. Consider revising the scoring pro- 
cedure for a two day aggregate in Hunt- 
er Class. 

27. Add the following to Hunter Rifle 
Rules, Section 4, Item F: “Scoring plug 
is to be placed in the target by the official 
scorer and not removed until a decision 
is made. If the scorer cannot arrive ata 
decision then it is to be made by the 
referees before the plug is removed. At 
this time the letter P is to be placed by 
the score. 

28. Select a standard weekend in Jan- 
uary for conducting the Annual Meeting. 


29. Revert back to 6mm and 30/30 
minimum case capacity for Hunter 
Class.

FOWLER (Again), AND EUBER WIN TITLES 


NATIONALS 


He won the two-gun, three-gun and 
four-gun, but he didn’t win a one-gun. 

In winning the NBRSA National Three- 
Gun Championship for an unprec- 
edented third straight year Jeff Fowler 
did it not by overpowering the opposi- 
tion but rather by quietly finishing right 
around the top in all three classes. He 
was third in the Sporter, seventh in the 
Light Varmint and eighth in the Heavy 
Varmint. His Three-Gun Grand Aggre- 
gate was .2456. Second place went to 
Lee Euber with a .2538 with the next four 
finishers in the .2600’s. 

While he was at it, Jeff also captured 
the Four Gun title with a .2609 and the 
new Two-Gun Trophy with a .2342. 

Jeff, Midland, Texas, was inducted 
into the NBRSA Hall of Fame during the 
Nationals at the Volunteer Rifle and 
Pistol Club in Knoxville, Tennessee. He 
picked up the necessary 10 points on the 
basis of his performances in the past 
two Nationals. 

Walt Berger, Phoenix, Arizona, will 
Officially join Fowler in the NBRSA Hall 
of Fame during next year’s Nationals. 
He picked up the one point he needed 
to join the elite by winning the Unlimited 
100-yard Championship. 

The six-day Sporter/Varmint and 
Unlimited Championships were fired 
under relatively good conditions except 
for the final day, the Heavy Varmint 200- 
yard Championship, when torrential 
downpours plagued the shooters for 
most of the day. 

Before the beginning of the Sporter/ 
Varmint Championship the question on 
the minds of many shooters was: 

1. Can Fowler win it three years in a 

row? 

2. If he doesn’t, who will? 

The next question coming up, and 
that next year in Midland, will be, can 
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Jeff Fowler is newest member of NBRSA 
Hall of Fame. 


Fowler won it FOUR years in a row. 


UNLIMITED 


“Big guns? Oh, those things are easy. 
All you have to do is pull the trigger and 
the return to battery brings it right back 
to where it was.” 

The truth of the matter, as most of the 
first time shooters in the NBRSA Unlimit- 
ed Nationals is that it is just like 
Sporter/Varmint shooting except you 
have to shoot TWO groupsin each match 
— the first may be pretty good and then 
you discover that you have five more 
shots to go and that next group makes 
the overall group much larger than you 
had anticipated. 

So even with the relatively gentle con- 
ditions at the Volunteer Rifle and Pistol 
Club in Knoxville, the aggregates in the 
Unlimited were larger than in the Sporter 
and Varmint classes. 

The Unlimited Nationals drew much 
more attention than usual due to some 


dramatic changes in the format of the 
event. In the first of a two-year 
experiment, the Unlimited went from 20 
10-shoot groups at each distance to 
eight. This, along with the elimination of 
warmup groups enabled the event to be 
held over two days instead of the usual 
four. It also resulted with the Unlimited 
and Sporter/Varmint Nationals com- 
bined into one six-day event. The 
purpose of these changes was to bring 
back the interest and competition of 
unlimited rifles, which were, after all, 
bench rest shooting in the early days of 
the sport. 

After the 1983 Nationals in Midland, 
the members will be polled by their 
directors to see if they wish to have this 
switch permanent — go back to the old 
format — or something in-between. 

The first year of the experiment was 
a success in numbers, if nothing else. 
One hundred and one shooters par- 
ticipated in the Unlimited Nationals, 
nearly double that of previous years. 

Alan Euber, the 1982 NBRSA 
Unlimited Champion is relatively new 
to this class, with this year being his 
second season. During that time he won 
theCanadian Bench Rest Association’s 
Unlimited Championship in 1981 and this 
year both the NBRSA and IBS. He was 
the winner at 200 yards at Knoxville 
and fourth at 100 in his victory. 

100 YARDS 

Walt Berger led the way at 100 yards, 
firing a .2474 aggregate to edge out 
Manley Oakley. Berger had groups of 
.209, .237, .297, .203, .218, .227, .343 
and .245. Oakley fired groups of .285, 
.165, .230, .304, .383, .198, .226 and 
.208 for second place. Geraci was third 
with a .2538, Euber, fourth with .2541 
and Ed Watson fifth with .2570. There 
was just .0106 between Berger’s first

The Louisiana Cajuns won the Cham- 
pionship at the NBRSA Nationals in 
Knoxville in spite of this. In order to 
do so, however, they needed some help 
from the rest of their team. They got 
that! 

Francis Broussard helped out by win- 
ning the Heavy Varmint Championship 
with a .2494 Grand. Next came Louis 
Langlinais who fired a .2717, good for 
12th in the Grand and Marcy Lyons with 
a .2869, giving him 23rd in the Grand. In 
all, their Grand came out to a respect- 
able .2837. 


Russell Boop 
Junior Champ 


Russell Boop has three more years 
to improve. 

At the age of 14 he won the NBRSA 
Junior Heavy Varmint and Three-Gun 
Championships. Not bad for a shooter’s 
third year in competition. 

For winning the Junior Heavy Varmint 
Championship he was awarded both the 
Bob Hart Jr., Trophy and the new Ruth 
McMillan Memorial Trophy. He finished 
on top of a field of eight Junior shooters. 

In addition, he was 16th overall in the 
Heavy Varmint, 17th in the Four-Gun 
and 22nd in the Three-Gun. He finished 
25th in the Sporter, 37th in Unlimited 
and 74th in Light Varmint. 

Boop, of Mifflinburg, PA has had 
a pretty good season. He was runnerup 
for the Junior Title in the IBS Nationals, 
third in the Super Shoot Junior 
Championship and the Champion in the 
IBS 200-300 yard Heavy Varmint 
Championship. 

He used a 6PPC Hart barrel with a 
Remington 600 action and Leupold 36X 
scope, along with 26.5 grains of H-322 
and Ocock 70-grain bullets. Pindell 
was the gunsmith and Mitch the stocker. 

Boop and Eric Euber, son of Alan 
Euber, were the only Juniors in the 
Unlimited class. Boop had a_ .3877 
Grand and Euber, a .4118. 

In the Sporter it was Boop leading 
a field six Juniors with a .2877. Chris 
Propes has a .2946. Eric Euber was next 
with a .3310 and Mercer Williams had 
a .3397. Jeff Massey was next with a 
.4371, followed by Marcy Lyons Jr., 
with .7952. 

Euber led the six Junior shooters 
in the Light Varmint with .2826. Propes 
was next with .3038. Boop was third 
with .3197. Williams was fourth with 
.3802, followed by Massey with .4344 
and Lyons, Jr., with .4634. 

The first five places in both the Heavy 
Varmint and Three-Gun went, in order, to 
Boop, Propes, Euber, Williams and 
Massey. Lyons, Jr., was sixth in the 
Three-Gun and 7th in the Heavy Varmint. 
Rick Creach was sixth in the Heavy 
Varmint and Scott Hunter, Ill, was 
eighth in Heavy Varmint.
